The Amendment filed on April 1, 2004 is non-responsive to the prior Office Action because Applicants had elected Group I, drawn to 
compositions comprising a MAG expression promoter and methods for prophylaxis and/or therapy thereof. The originally presented 
methods were directed to prophylaxis and/or therapy of a disease caused by hypomyelination or a disease presenting dysmyelination 
or demyelination. This invention had been constructively elected by original presentation for prosecution on the merits. With the 
present Amendment the claims are no longer directed to composition claims or the originally presented methods of use. The amended 
subject matter is directed to methods of promoting expression of MAG and methods for promoting a myelination of axon. These 
newly presented methods are independent and distinct from the invention originally claimed.
